AGRICULTURAL.

The Po ato Crop.
Owiog to the severity of the mid-
summer drouh the potato crop

threatens to be very light this fall as
well as immature in condition, snd the
tubers inferior in size, For twauty
years or more the main reliance for
winter use has been on the Peachblow,
which in numerous instsnce has failed
to furnish & supply. This variety re-
quiras the whole of our season to ma-
ture the crop, the frosts of autumn
almost Invarisbly finding the wines
still green luxuriact and the tubes
stili growi that it is seldom that
ly marured. The

great trom ith this variety is
tubtrs sre v rarely ‘‘set” when
| the dsumajer drought comes
| hﬂ:‘m&o -that be long and se-
wers, as durigg the past summer,
thage isyiigeufficient time after the
early anftiimal rains to make the nec-

essary growth previous to the killing
of the Wifles by frost. We greatly
need an esrlier, maturing kind to pre-
rvent speh fail as stares us in the
face the pre seagon. We believe
that we have at least two kinds to an-
swer the above requirementa, will
mature early and yield heavily and at
the same time transcend the Peach-
blow in quality. We allude to the
Victor, & smooth, round Potato, af
purple color, fine grain, excellent fla-
vor and will keep as late in ‘he
spring as the Peachblow. This variety
will meet all the requirements for
boiling and serving in any form with
that way of cooking Fur a baking
potato Burbank's Seedling, a slender,
smooth whitgvariety, cooking dry and
meuly, of very fine grain, s par ex-
cellence the best in our npinion to be
found. When these varieties once
become generally known we have lit-
tle doubt they will be highly appre-
cisted and sdopted a2 the standard
sorts for enltivation, as they set thair
tubes early in the season and even if
the season should be very dry they
will yield pientifully, as we can attest
from our experience with them the
past two years. Wae find tha quality
of both. garicties to be excellent.

y Fertilization of Corn.
Country Gentl man.

Prot. Baal, of Michigan, proposes
to try thoroughly the advantage of
crussing corn, the seed of which 1s ob-
tsined from localities remote from
each other. After obtining seed that
is the product of thia cross he isto em-
ploy it to plant the next year, and to
obsirve Jhnt improvement in pro-
ductiveness is thus secured. He haa
associated with him eeveral scientific
agriculturalisie in different parta of
the west, all f whom are to maske

the trial. For the information of
those who may wish to try
the esame experiments, we .give
briefly the directiona: Kach man

fn his own gete 18 to select two
fots of eorn of the same sort, but
wrown in lcecalities for at least five
years, aud st least 8 hundred miles
away from each other. These are to
be planted in two separate scts of
alternating rows, thinning oat feeble
stalks sud making both perfectly
alike.  Astosn as the tassels apperr
pull them sll cut in every alternate
row, s, that the pulled rows shall be
crossed with the pollon from the alter-
paterows Save the seed separately
from the alternate rows in two lots.
The sced iran the topped portion will
all be crossed from the untopped por-
tion; while ths untopped rows will be
all =elf fertilizea.

For the second year, plant the two
kinds o' seed on seperato and careful-
ly selected plats, abeut four roda by
eight in extent. On one, plant the
crossed secds; on another plant the
uncrossed sceds. On other plots, re-
peat the experiment of the previous
yeay, by planting crossed seceds on
alternate rows with uncrossed seed
from both scurces. The importancs
of carefully registoring every opera-
tion is obvions. The messured crops
will show what sdvantage i3 derived
from crossing corn with seed previous-
ly cultivated far apart, toavoid the
dissdvantage of what may be ecmpared
to in-and in braeding.  All the exper®
imenters are to report to each other.
Two years at least are required for the
completion of the experizieats.

The Supply of Catile.
Price Current,

It seems to be the opinion of those
who have ¢xamined this matter pretty
thuroughly, that a eonsiderable de-
creaso will be found in the stock of
the United States snd territories after
this year's shipments are over. We
are of the opinion that this may be
the case in regard to such as are suf-
ticiently well bred for shipment to for-
cign markets, but as to inferior stock,
we question why ther much, if any, de-
ficiency will be fi und. Yet in any event
there will doubiless be a considerable
advinenin the price of cattle in an-
pahrer o oo a8 well as in sheep and
ew e, There are two reasons why
this may be ac; the first of whicy is
the greatly increased tide of Im vi-
grants to our country this season,
who will be consumers instead of
piv dner fora twelve-month to come,
and the sccoid reason is, 80 numer-
oue are the losses sustained in Great
Britain and Ireland during the past
eightesn months, of domestic animals,
that their wants for this year will,
doubtless, be larger than the past
hze been.

Corn Fodder Better than Fodder
Corn.

1 stated that corn fodder was the
cheapest feed I could get. It costs
nothing bat the saving, for we cannot
grow corn without gr wing it. The
eoat of putting an acre of it in barn
or stack ia not far from £1.35 per acre
for cutting up, and I can geuerally get
it done for 81, and fifty centa a ton
will pay for hauling. I can get my
corn husked as cheap from the shock
as when standing. 1 estimate a ton
of fodder from an acre of good corn,

and the cost of saving is put
littte above that of saving an
acre of grass, For some

reason which I do mot fully under
stand, corn fodder is much better
than fodder corn. What I mean by
fodder cormis, that which iz sown
guickly either in rows or broadcast,
especially for fodder; and even when
it isallowed to mature, the cattle do
not relish or thrive on it as well as on
that which has made a crop of corn.
Dr. Townsend, of the state university,
tells me that he has noticed the same
thiog in feading fodder.

Thera is another peint in favor of
corn fodder, and that is, that thers is
not the rush and hurry in savirg it,
nor the risk of damage by rain that
there is with hay. Tne time
of cutting extends over some weeks,
and =s it is at once put in shock
to cure, there is little damage from
rain. I think the seazon ia a rare
one, when an acre of todder is uot
worth 8 when secured in barn or
etock, and hay must be unusually
low or it is worth more. One dollar
per acre is a good price for stalk pas-
ture that has stood on till winter.
Counting the cost of saving at £3,
and the pasture is worth £1, the diffi-
erence in value would be §5 per acre,
which is six per cent on a valuation
of $40 per acre, which is certsinly
worth saving, and even at $is price
the farmer cannot afford to allow his
fodder to stand in the ﬁaﬁ.-—_ﬂa\‘

roprietors in Nortlern Italy and

uthern Germany are cultivators of |
the common black ant, which insect
they hold in high esteem ag the fruit-

the-police service of their fruit trees
entiraly to the tiny colonists, which
pass all their time in climbing up the
stems of froit trees, cleansing their
boughs and leaves of malefactors ma-
ture as well as embryotic, and
descending laden with spools to the
grouvd, where they comfortably
consums or prudently store away their
booty. They never meddle with
fruit, but only invade such apples,
pears and plums as have already been
penetrated by the canker, which they
remorsely pursue to its fastness within
the very heart of the frait. Nowhere
are apple and pear trees so frese from
blight and destroctive iuszcts as in
the immediate neighborhocd of a
large ant hill five or six years old.
Thy favorite food of ants would ap-
pear to be the larve and pup e of those
creatures which spend the whole of
their brief existences in devouring
the tender shoots and juvenile leaves
of fruit trees.

The ﬁ?onl Iaterest.

General Gartield has, in hiz differ-
ent speeches and committee reports,
made a very vigorous fight for an in-
terest which the people of Colorado
are greatly interested In—the wool
interest. 1n 1878, when the demo-
cratic bill to revise the tariff was be-
fore the House, and was beiog
strongly urged by the democratio
members, he said of the wool in-
terest :

*‘Still greater violence is dome to
the wool and woolen interests. The
attempt has been made to show that
the business of wool-growing has de-
clined in consequence of our present
law, and the fact has been pointed
out that the number of sheep has
been steadily faliing off in the East-
ern states, The truth is that sheep-
culture in the United States waa
never in so healthy a condition as it
is to-day. In 1860 our total wool
product was sixty mullions of pounds,
In 1877 we produced two hundred
and eight millions of pounds.”

““It 1s true that there is not now s0
lirge a number of sheep in the east.
ern states as there were a fuw years
since; but the center of that industry
has been shifted. Of the thirty-five
and a half millions of sheep now in
the United States, fo irteen and a hatf
mwi'lions ars in Texas and the states
and territori-s west of the Rocky
mountains, Calitornia alone has six
and a half millicns - f sheep. Not the
least important feature of this iuter-
est is the faci'ity it offers for cheap
animal food. A great French statea-
man haa said: It is more important
to provide foud than eclothing,” and
the growth of sheep accomplishes both
objects. Ninety-tfive per cent of ali
the woollen fabrics manufactured in
this country are now made of native
wool.

“The tarifl on wools and woolens
was adopted in 1867, after a most care-
ful and thorough examination of both
the producing and the manufacturing
interests. It was the resull of an ad-
justment between the farmers and
iranufacturers, and hss been advan-
tageous to both. A small reduction
of the rates could be made withount
injury.

*‘Both of these intersats consented
to a reduction, and submitted their
plan L the committee of ways and
means. But instead of adopting it,
the committee have struck thosa in
tarests down, and put a dead level ad-
valorem duty upon nll wools. The
hairman tells us that the committee
liad sought to do away with the adva-
lirem system, becsuse it gave rise to
fraudolant nvoices and undervalua-
tion.  Yet on the interest that yiells
iwenty millions of revenue, he pro.
poses to strike down the specific duties
and put the interest npon one dead
level of advalorem duty without re-
gard to quality,”

In tho wmwinority report which he
prepared to off sut the majority re-
port of the demccratic house commit-
tee on ways aud means he said:

“On the whaole, uo vart of our
tariff system has b2en more amply
vindicated by exper ence than that
which relates to wools snd woolens,
The foundations of thease provisions
were laid in 1861; but in 1867 the ex-
isting rates were established, and after
a long and exhaustive investigation,
and with the concurrence of the two
Interests which had theretofore been
in opposition.

“The basis of that legislation was
this: that upon severa! gradea of im-
portad wool a duty should be imposed
sufticient to promota the srowth of
sheephusbandry in the Unired States,
A specitic duty was then imposed on
woolen goods, as near ws  possible
equal to the duty put upon the
wool which entered into the mana-
facture This was not protection,
but simply an equivalent duty, which
placed the wovlen wanufacturer on
the free trads level. To this specitic
doty was then added a duty of thirty-
five per centum advalorem on woolen
goods, a8 a protection to the manu-
facturer agatnst forsign competition.
This sdjusticnt of the law has re-
mained substantially unchanged for
thirteen yeusrs, and during the six

ears preceding the adjustment the
aw confained similar though lesa
complote provisions,

"t\"uh this preliminary statement
the undersigned nvite attention to
the results of this legislation.

In 1836 ths product of the United
Stites was estimated at 42,000,000
pounds per sunum; in 1860, according
to the censue, it had risen to 60,000-
000 pound per annum; under the
operation of tte Morrill t-riff the pro-
duct had risen to 208,000,000 pounds
per annum: and 1t is now estimated to
ba 250,00C,000 pounde per annum.
In the twenty four years preceding
the war the wool product of this coun-
try had increased but 40 per cent;
whilo the present annusl produet of
wool is 400 per cent greater than that
of twenty yesrs ago,

“The development of our sheep
husbandry has been most remarkables
in the West and Sooth. 1n 1862,
Messra, Hollister & Dibbles intro-
duced 490 merino ewes into Califor-
nia, where sheep husbandry was at
that time almost unknown Now Ca-
lifornia takes the lead of all the States
of the Union, and produces not less
than 50,000,000 pounds in 1870. The
growth of the wool intercat has been
hardly less rapid in Texas, which now
occupiea tha second rank as a wool-
growing State.

“With this vast increase in the
quantily, the improvement in quality
has been equally narked. While the
farmers of the United States have
been thus enabled to increase their
food supply and iucaease the raw
material for the slothing of our peo-
ple, the effect of the tariff on woolens
has been correspondingly beneficent.
In 1860, we weras largely depandent
for vnr clothing upon foreign wool-
growersa and foreign manufacturers, at
such prices na they were able to die-
tate. Now the woolen fobrics used
by cur people are mainly manufac-
tured by the skill and lakor of onr
artisana from the product of our own
flocks.

*‘No atientive observer who visited
the Centennial exposition failed to no-
tice the astonishment with which the
French snd English manufscturers
examited the fine cloths produced by
American looms; and no featora of
that great exhibition reflected more
credit npon American enterprise and
skill. As a revenue measure the tanff
of 1867 c¢n wools-and woollens has
been very effective, having prcduced
$360,000,000 of revenue in the last
thirteen years—an average of $28 -

per annum., -

“The bill of the committee de-

grower’s best friend. They satablish

aot hills in their orchards, and leave

strojs the adjustments of the existing
tarif on wools and woolens, snd

wholly disregarda the relationa which
these two branches of industry sustain
| to each other. Should it become s
. law, it will be impossible for our
. farmers to compete in the market
| with the mestizs woola of Sout Amer-
 lca, and it will be equally 1mpossible
for our manufscturers to compete
with those of Erance and England
Of course, any legislation that de-
stroys the woolen manufacturea ia
equally destructive to sheep husband-
ry, for the farmer no longer would
have a market for his wool. That na-
tion can h rdly be called indeperident
which does not possess the materials
and the skill to clothe its own people.
“Fir a more detailed statement of
the effects of this bill upon our wool
and woollen industries, we refer to
the very able and instructive letter
hereto appended (marked A), of Mer.
John L. Hayes, the secretary of :he
National Associstion of Wool Manu-
facturers. To this letter is also ap-
pended a letter (marked B), of Mr.
William Whitwan, a lesding manu-
facturer of Boston, Massachusetts.
The sheep men of the state cannot
afford to vote against Garfield, who is
their friend, and for the democratic
party, which is their bitter enemy.
